A cer­ 
tain number of shares of stock are bought, a 
limited down payment is made, and the rest 
it carried by the broker, who holds the stock 
until it is paid for in full or resold for the 
purchaser. 
In September, 1929, brokers’ loans had run 
up to the huge total of $8,549,383,979. 
Fol­ 
lowing the crash of October of that vear, the 
figures dropped to $3,989,810,273 in December 
of that vear.

HOTT IN TOREHEAD NEAH MOHN! ROSE. N. I 


HOPEWELL, N. J., May 1 2.-(U P )-C ol. H. Norman Schwartzkopf of 
the state police of New Jersey, announced tonight that the body of kidnap­ 
ed Charles A. Lindbergh, jr., had been found at Mount Rost, N. J. 
H ie announcement was made to the assembled press at the Lindbergh 
home. 
The skeleton of the child was found by William Allen and Orville Wil­ 
son, who were driving from Trenton to Hopewell. 
It was lying in the brush of what is known as Mount Rose Hill, near 
the little tow nof Mount Rose. 
The finding was made at mid-afternoon and since then the family has 
been examining it in identification attempts. 


The positive identification was made through the baby's undershirt. 
Wilson, a Negro truck driver, had gone into the woods and accidental­ 
ly saw the body. 
He immediately notified Chief of Police Wolf of Hopewell, who in turn 
advised Inspector H arry Walsh, Sergeant Moffatt and Lieut. Keaton. 


The police officials went to the spot and looked upon the remains. 
There was an undershirt and a flannel band near the skeleton. 


These were taken to the Hopewell estate of Col. Lindbergh where 
they were compared with undershirts and flannel hands in the nursery. 


The embroidered edge on the undershirt corresponded to the other 
garments remaining at the LindgerbS home. 


The body was concealed in a depression, as though an attem pt had 
been made to bury it. 
It was face downward and was partly concealed with bushes. 


HOLE IN FOREHEAD 


In the forehead was a hole about the size of a twenty-five-cent piece. 
The body was taken to the Lindbergh estate where Col. Lindbergh 
himself identified the undershirt.

I do not see how 
it can profit either side to exag­ 
gerate or belittle thejje^ plain facts, 
or to try to state the amounts in­ 
volved with meticulous 
accuracy. 
NaturaJly no record is made of any 
of these transactions. 
I think you would agree it would 
be better to take the distribution 
out of the hands of hotel bell-boys.
